Revolution had “a regressive impact 
on the legal status of women because it 

muted their lega! activiues.” 

“When upper class women mar- 
ried.” said Wilson, “their property was 
automatically transterred to their hus- 
hands. If women wanted to keep their 
property, they went to equity courts 
which allowed them tc keep a separate 
estate while marned.” 

However, after the revolution. 
equity courts were no longer accepted 
because of the codification of new 
iaws said Wilson 

She said divorce was also harder to 
obtain after the revolution. “The 
puritanical ideas affected women 
more than men.” 

The Amencan Revolution was like 
other revolutions in that women were 
not rewarded for their participation 
she said 

“Women boycotted goods, made 
clothes and managed their husbands’ 
were not 
acknowledged,” she continued 

Wiison believes that depsite the ef- 
‘rts of the feminist movement. 
women still do not have equality with 
men before the law 

“We have obtained equal Pay, but 
we still are fighting for legal equality,” 
she said

SCC students protest

A small number of students 
demonstrated on Wednesday, at Sac- 
ramento City College (SCC) against 
what they claim to be “the SCC’s Los 
Rios Board of Trustees’ (LRB) policy 
of neglect, publiaty stunts, and insen 
sitive politics.” 


The SCC’s Student 
Organization that arranged the cam 
Pus demonstration charged that the 
Soard “does not represent or listen to 
the students and faculty.”

Cocaine - using session 
to be arranged for judge 


A Massachusetts judge — inan ob- 
viously unprecedented action has 
requested that he be given the op- 
portunity to get high on cocaine in an 
effort to determine if the drug is 
harmful 

This unusual request came this 
week from Roxbury District Court 
judge Elwood McKenny, who has 
been presiding over a constitutional 
challenge to the cocaine laws in Mas- 
sachusetts 

Following more than a week of tes- 
uumony — in which seven leading U.S 
drug experts testified that cocaine is 
not a harmful or addictive drug 
Judge McKenny summoned both 
Prosecuting and defense attorneys 
into his chambers 

The jurist told prosecutors that the 
state had failed to challenge most of 





the defense's evidence that cocaine is 
not a dangerous drug 

The judge then announced that he 
would hike, if possible, to sniff cocaine 
under medical supervision to see for 
himself the true effects of the white 
powdery drug. After that, he said. he 
would write his opinion in the case 
before him 

Defense attorneys have contacted 
medical researchers at Harvard 
University in hopes that a cocaine - us- 
ing session can be arranged for the 
judge. A decision as to whether the 
judge can sniff cocaine is expected by 
Friday 

The defense in the case is claiming 
that cocaine is “an acceptable 
recreation drug” and therefore should 
not be outlawed — Zndiac 


The Student U nion also initiated a 
petition that demands the resignation 
Ol six of the seven members of the 
LRB So far, the petition has been 
signed by some 200 students 


The petition began after the LRB 
voted 6-1 on Oct 27. to retain a 
Propesal to expand the parking 
laqhities at SCC with 66 new spaces 
according to the Student Union 


A protest pamphlet from the 
Student Union says that the LRB had 
made 4 parking expansion decision 
earlier this year At that time SCC 
instructor Bill Mahan initiated a 
Protest against the proposed parking 
faciities. He appealed his case to 
various Campus groups, including the 
Faculty Senate, the ¢ ampus 
Development Committee and the 
Student Union. These groups en- 
dorsed Mahan’s protest 


Representatives of the groups ap- 
proached the LRB with their concern 
on March 17, 1976. A compromise 
was reached, according to the Student 
Union. The LRB decided to delete all 
proposed parking expansion with the 
exception of 21 new spaces, to be used 
for handicapped students and faculty 
members that are involved with the 
handicapped program 


In the first week of October. 
however, the faculty and the students 
learned that a work - stop order was 
never issued to the contractor. They

“The proposed reguiations wil! 
come out three weeks prior to en- 
forcement, allowing students time to 
voice opinions,” said Yelverton 
Campus police do not enforce any 
bicycle regulations although bike laws 
were approved by CSUS President 
Bernard Hynik in 1972 
These regulations were adopted by 
the Environmenta! Hea!th and Safety 
Committee for the purpose of con- 
trolling bike traffic on campus. The 
regulations were also approved by the 
Student senate faculty senate and the 
staff council 
Darrell J. Inabnit. special assistant 
to the academic affairs vice president 
was chairman of the Environmental 
Health and Safety ¢ ommittee in 1972

Night drivers are pedestrian problem 


I isn't just drunk or incom petent 
motonsts who kill pedestrians in the 
street at night. It's the nice lady next 
door, or the fnendly neighbor down 
the street. Or you 

The problem is that drivers at night 
cannot see pedestrians, although 
Pedestnans think they can. The 
average driver doing 50 mph needs 185 
feet to completely stop his vehicle. A 
Pedestrian wearing white clothing is 
visible at 180 feet, in red clothing, 80 
feet, and in dark clothing only 55 feet 

Don Hoenshel, vice president for 
public safety, Sacramento Safety 





Council, gives these grim statistics. “In 
1975 motor vehicles killed 8,600 
Pedestrians in the United States — 22 
in the city of Sacramento. More than 
half of these deaths occurred after 
dark. Seventy - six pedestrian injuries 
in Sacramento were children between 
the ages of 5 and 14.” 


In one survey 87 per cent of the 
drivers who struck a Pedestrian at 
night reported that they could not see 
the victim until it was too late Nearly 
one quarter never saw the victim at all 
unul after impact, said Hoenshel! 


“In Scandinavia,” he said. “pedes- 
trans and cyclists commonly wear 
reflective trim on their clothing. But in 
the United States, it just hasn't caught 
on. The question is: Why Not” 

Reflective fabne and tape can deal 
with the problem of not being seen at 
might, said Hoenshell. “A pedestrian 
wearing reflective trim is visible at $00 
feet or more in a car's headlights.” 

However, many stores do not stock 
reflective material. Iron - on reflective 
fabne is hard to find in the Sac- 
ramento Valley says Hoenshell. Many 
labric stores, bicycle and motorcycle 


shops do not carry reflective matenals 
or iron - on fabrics Auto Part stores 
do carry = reflective tape made 
especially for automobile bumpers 
and campers 
“If you can’t find reflective iron 

On patches in Sacramento,” Hoenshel! 
says, “wnte or call the Sacramento 
Safety Counal, 1730 24th Street, Sac- 
ramento, CA 95816, 443-6695, for ad- 
dresses of distributors of iron - on 
reflective patches. Not only would 
they make good Christmas Presents,” 
said Hoenshell, “but they could be a 
life saver for your children and you.”

Jan 
Selinger, editor of the Campus paper at 
Pennsylvania State University said 
that when the Zapruder film of the as 
sassination was shown on campus, the 
event was attended by a near - capacity 
crowd

assassination, even though the ma 
jonty of college students were pre - 
schoolers at the time according to 
Gallery 

Jan Selinger told Gallery,“ Today's 
college students were then too young 
to seriously think about the as- 
sassination back in 1963.

In the wake of Tuesday's election 
Many supporters of the farmworker 
struggie are asking, “Where do we go 
from here” Hundreds of people, 
many of them students, got involved 
n the campaign to pass Proposition 
14 in hopes to guarantee farmworkers 
the right to vote. As volunteers 
worked side by side with the 
farmworkers the excitement and the 


months of elections isn't much ascom 
Pared to the permanence promised by 
Prop. 14, but we do have one more 
election season before the growers can 
block funding again Our efforts have 
given us this seven months to organize 
and that is a major victory! 

The Farm Bureau has said in its 
victory statement that they will now 
respect’ the Agneultural Labor 
Relations Act that is now on the 
books. Last year the Bureau fought 
the law, crippled the law and finally 
killed the law. They attacked the 
Board, the counse! and the staff They 
sued, they harrassed in the courts and 
they even openly urged violation of 
the law by the growers 

The true test will come next July 
Ist when the new budget is passed 
Wul the Farm Bureau and its allies 
block the budget as blackmail to get 
changes in the law favorable to them 
as they did last year? It will be interes- 
ting to see how Democrats who said 
Prop. 14 was not needed wil) vote 
when the pressure mounts 

Campesinos came to the cities to 
try and defend their nghts Their ef- 
forts have strengthened their resolve 
to continue the struggle Ten years ago 
farmworkers would never have been 
able to mount the campaign that was 
developed in the last two months 
They now have the hope and the 
courage to continue, and that’s a ma- 
jor victory 

Since all of the major newspapers 
were against us, and even some lesser 
Papers, it Was quite a feat to get even 
38 percent of the voters to suppor us 
It was interesting and educational to 
unmask the opponets of Prop. 14 
Newspapers and editors who consider 
themselves liberal were forced to make 
choices. It is easy to be liberal when 
dealing with minor reforms such as the 
difference between a President who 
accepts 8 percent unemployment and 
one who will only accept $ Percent 
But when the issue Presents a substan- 
tial shift in power or presents an op- 
portunity for a truiy indenenden: 
Political force, the press and the media 
will campaign hard to keep power in 
the hands of the present power 
brokers. Some of the fraternaties on 
campus provided another minor 
variety of this unmasking 

In recent years, since the decline of 
fraternaties during the Vietnam War, 
these organizations have been presen- 
ting an image of being only social (not 
political), of pretending to be 
integrated etc. But when the Yes on 14 
committee received substantial sup- 


hope was contagious. The oppression 
of farmworkers became shared ex- 
Periences, the need for the struggle 
was obvious, and the hope for the 
future was high 

The loss of the election hasn't 
changed these conditions The victory 
of the growers through fraud, decep- 
tion and media contro! only clanfies 
the extent to which democratic rights 
can be manipulated and denied. In 
short, what happened to farmworker 
supporters in the election is similar to 
what has oppressed farmworkers for 
over 80 years. In Delano the growers 
use the police; in Sacramento they buy 
the media. The result is the same: 
power continues to be delivered to the 
rich and to the powerful 

Farmworkers were neither sur- 
prised nor depressed by the election 
results. They know that the struggle to 
change rural oppression will take 
years, not months. The nature of their 
struggle is geared to this reality 
Specifically, the union waged a win- 

win campaign. That is we organized 
to win the election and to deepen and 
strengthen our organization for future 
struggles. 

We lost the election but the UFW 
and its support organizations is now 
Stronger, better trained and more 
ready to continue the struggle than at 
any previous time. For example, over 
500 volunteers have been in California 
for two months; they have worked 
with the farmworkers; they have been 
trained to organize by Fred Ross, 
Cesar Chavez and others; and they 
have been placed in leadership 
positions to generate volunteers and 
to maximize volunteer efforts. These 
workers make up the best trained, best 
mobilized boycott force in the union's 
history a are prepared to defend 
our gains and to take our struggle for 
Justice to the people 

Further, we have an election law 


for at least the next seven months. 
Last year we won hundreds of elec- 
tions and over 50 contracts in the 
seven months before the growers 
blocked refunding. Because Prop. 14 
was qualified for the ballot, the 
growers dropped their demands for 
changes and agreed to refunding for

The Campaign was further 
successful in that it educated millions 
Of Calitormans about the reality of 
farm labor We spoke to classes. to 
ClUDS, we showed films brought 
speakers, debated and generally 
educated 4 large new kroup of people 
Even though we lost the election these 
people will be more aware of the 
future Struggle over refunding and wil! 
be more willing to support the neces 
sary stnkes, boycotts and other non 
violent tactics that we will use 

Fach vear this Campus receives 
thousands of new students many of 
whom do not know about the farm 
labor struggle Some have attended 
schools where the economic realities 
1! migrant labor were suppressed or 
(gnored They are simply uninformed 
Through our Campaign we contacted 
another generation of Students. and 
they were active in the campaign 
Some students were not here last year 
for the Gallo Struggle but now they 
know of the cause this as our vic 
tory 

More knowledge, more in 
formation always helps those 
Struggles that cling to the truth. Each 
campaign educates more, recruits new 
volunteers and continues the struggle 
Electoral campaigns are one way to 
educate and Prop 14 was very 
successful in this arena 

The farmworker Struggle can not 
be understood histoncalls Prop. 14 
offered an opportunity, but its loss 
was only a single battle. It will cause 4 
delay but worker organization will not 
be stopped. The UFW has suffered 
such “defeats” over and over again 
but we always return Stronger than 
before. Our organization is strong and 
Ht IS here to stay. Justice for the 
farmworkers will be the result

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Chilean answers priest

In the October 29 issue of the 
Hornet, under the title “Chilean 
Situation Is Complex, and Difficult.” 
Fr David Carnere criticized a letter 
that | wrote several weeks ago des 
cenbing the Chilean situation during 
the Marxist - Communist government 
Of Salvador Allende (1970-73) 
Because | had heen Personally 
alluded, and especially hecause the 
person Who is criticizing my position is 
4 pnest, | was compelled to write a res 
ponse 

When | wrote my article, I was not 
(rying to be “dedicated to the welfare 
ol my country,” ke you said Fr Car 
rere, i Was my sincere opinion that | 
had to inform people about a situation 
of which I was aware, because | am 
Chilean and | was there dunng that 
penod, and not because of “readings 
of talking with people.” like you do 

Chile is the first country where a 
Marxist government has been 
defeated This is a unique social 
process where there were no previous 
patterns to follow, for the same reason 
perhaps some errors have been com 
mitted, but this is a norma! situation 
that can be histoncally justified 

However, it is not your ideas about 
my country that most concerned me in 
your letter, Fr. Carnere, but the fact 
that a Catholic priest would use the 
same kind of language that 1 would ex- 
pect from acommunist, i.e. when talk. 
ing about Allende’s government you 
say “it Was 4 COUrageous attempt to 
struggle against gross injustice and 
inequality between a powerful 
minonty and a powerless majority ”
